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4th  Annual  Interagency  Depository  Seminar  Announced 

for  May  1991 

"Serving  Your  Community's  Government  Information  Needs" 

The  4th  Annual  Interagency  Depository  Seminar  will  be  held  in  Washington,  DC  from 
May  6  through  May  10,  1991.  The  seminar  is  being  sponsored  by  eight  agencies:  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  the  Copyright  Office,  the  Office  of 
the  Federal  Register,  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  National  Technical  Information 
Service,  the  Patent  and  Trademark  Office,  and  the  Government  Printing  Office.  The 
overall  theme  of  the  seminar  will  be:  "Serving  Your  Community's  Government 
Information  Needs."  The  week  long  seminar  will  consist  of  an  overview  of  the  various 
agencies'  products  and  activities  as  they  relate  to  Federal  Depository  Libraries. 

The  Interagency  Depository  Seminar  is  the  most  comprehensive  introduction  to  U.S. 
Government  information  now  offered  (see  attached  schedule  of  events).  It  is  aimed  at 
documents  librarians  with  basic  working  experience  in  a  depository  environment.  In  the 
three  years  that  it  has  been  offered,  the  seminar  has  become  extremely  popular  with  the 
documents  library  community.  As  attendance  must  be  limited  to  sixty-five  librarians, 
preference  will  be  given  to  those  librarians  who  have  not  previously  attended  the  seminar 
and  whose  libraries  are  located  outside  the  Washington,  DC  metropolitan  area. 

Costs  for  the  seminar  are  being  kept  as  low  as  possible.  A  $10.00  registration  fee  will 
be  the  only  charge.  Librarians  attending  the  seminar  must  cover  their  own  travel  and 
subsistence  expenses,  as  no  government  funds  are  available  for  that  purpose.  Prospective 
attendees  should  complete  the  registration  form  on  page  4  and  mail  it,  along  v^th  a 
check  for  $10.00  made  out  to  "GPO  Cafeteria  Service,"  to  GPO  by  January  31,  1991.

Librarians  will  be  able  to  meet  some 
colleagues  and  agency  staff  in  an  informal  setting. 

Monday,  May  6  Library  Programs  Service 

The  Library  Programs  Service  (LPS)  of  the  Government  Printing  Office  will  host  the 
first  day  of  the  seminar.  LPS  staffers  will  describe  the  process  by  which  GPO  acquires, 
classifies,  catalogs,  and  distributes  depository  pubhcations.  Staffers  will  also  discuss  the 
responsibilities  of  Federal  Depositories  in  the  areas  of  free  access,  collection 
development,  bibliographic  control  and  depository  promotion.  There  will  be  a 
comprehensive  tour  of  the  LPS  facility  and  a  question  and  answer  period. 

Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics 

The  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  Office  of  Pubhcations  will  make  a  presentation  on  the 
agency's  publications  and  services. 

Tuesday,  May  7  Census  Bureau  Seminar 

Most  of  the  Census  Bureau's  day  will  be  devoted  to  a  status  report  and  product 
review  of  the  1990  Census  of  Population  and  Housing  and  of  the  1987  Economic  Census. 
The  review  will  include  information  on  the  media  in  which  these  products  will  be  issued 
and  the  release  schedules  for  these  products.  The  Census  Bureau  will  also  provide  a 
description  of  user  services  activities  related  to  the  catalog,  monthly  product 
announcements,  and  monthly  newsletter;  publications  and  tape  sales;  CENDATA  and 
online  services,  and  the  State  Data  Center  and  Business  Industry  Data  Center  Programs. 
Bureau  staff  will  provide  a  variety  of  handouts  and  answer  questions  about  the 
availability  and  uses  of  census  data.  Staff  will  demonstrate  the  use  of  Census  data  on  a 
CD-ROM  compact  disk. 

Wednesday,  May  8 

On  Wednesday,  both  the  Office  of  the  Federal  Register  and  the  National  Technical 
Information  Service  (NTIS)  will  each  conduct  half-day  workshops.  Participants  will  be 
able  to  attend  both  presentations. 
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Federal  Register  Workshop 

This  two  and  one  half  to  three-hour  workshop  on  the  Federal  regulatory  system  is 
presented  by  the  Office  of  the  Federal  Register,  National  Archives  and  Records 
Administration.  The  workshop  covers:  the  regulatory  process,  including  the  relationship 
between  laws  and  regulations;  the  important  elements  of  the  Federal  Register  and  the 
Code  of  Federal  Regulations  (CFR);  a  research  problem  using  the  finding  aids  of  the 
Federal  Register/CFR  publication  system;  and  an  introduction  to  public  participation  in 
the  rule  making  process. 

NTIS  Workshop 

The  half  day  NTIS  workshop  will  focus  on  the  NTIS  mission  and  its  products  and 
services.  It  will  include  information  on  special  user  services,  updates  on  selected 
products  and  services,  and  other  special  emphasis  programs  and  products.  Handouts  will 
be  provided  and  NTIS  staff  members  will  be  available  to  answer  questions. 

Thursday,  May  9  Intellectual  Property  Workshop 

A  full  day  workshop  will  cover  the  basics  of  intellectual  property:  patents,  trademarks 
and  copyrights,  featuring  speakers  from  the  U.S.  Patent  and  Trademark  Office  and  the 
Copyright  Office  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  Attendees  will  learn  to  differentiate 
between  three  types  of  federal  protection  for  intellectual  property  and  the  methods  by 
which  this  information  is  accessed  by  the  public.  Special  emphasis  will  be  given  to  the 
Patent  and  Trademark  Depository  Library  Program,  a  nationwide  network  of  69  libraries 
which  receive  copies  of  U.S.  patents  and  play  a  significant  role  in  the  dissemination  of 
patent  information  to  the  public.  Publications  and  search  methods,  where  applicable,  will 
also  be  discussed. 


Friday,  May  10  Library  of  Congress  Presentations 

Friday's  activities  will  be  held  at  the  Library  of  Congress  (LC).  There  will  be 
presentations  on  the  Library  Services  Division  of  the  Congressional  Research  Service 
(CRS);  the  Document  Delivery  Services  and  collections  of  federal  documents  in  the 
Library  of  Congress.  Tours  of  CRS  and  other  areas  of  LC  will  also  be  offered.

All  presentations  during  the  seminar  week  will  be  held  in  the  Carl  Hayden  Room  of 
the  main  building  of  the  Government  Printing  Office,  the  sole  exception  being  Friday's 
Library  of  Congress  program  which  will  be  held  in  the  Madison  Building  of  the  Library 
of  Congress.  Presentations  will  begin  promptly  at  8:30  a.m.  and  will  last  until  at  least 
mid-afternoon.

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Circum-Pacific  Map  Project 
Brings  New  Maps  Into  Depository  Program 

Through  an  agreement  signed  in  April  1990  between  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey 
(USGS)  and  the  Circum-Pacific  Council  for  Energy  and  Mineral  Resources,  USGS  will 
publish  the  remaining  maps  in  the  Council's  Circum-Pacific  Map  Project.  The  first  map 
to  be  published  under  this  new  agreement  is  the  Natural  Hazards  Map  of  the  Circum- 
Pacific  Region,  Pacific  Basin  Sheet  (CP-35). 

USGS  shipped  this  map  on  its  map  shipping  list  #90-49,  dated  August  27,  1990. 
The  map  is  distributed  under  item  number  0619-G-08  and  SuDocs  class  number 
I  19.91/2:CP-35. 

The  Council  is  an  independent  international  organization.  Previously  published  titles 
of  the  Circum-Pacific  Map  Project,  which  were  not  produced  at  U.S.  government 
expense,  are  available  from  the  American  Association  of  Petroleum  Geologists,  Box  979, 
Tulsa,  OK  74101. 


DMA  Hydrographic  Catalog  Changes 

The  Defense  Mapping  Agency  (DMA)  has  simplified  its  ten  unclassified  Catalog  of 
Maps.  Charts,  and  Related  Products,  Part  2,  Hydrographic  Products  (SuDocs  class  stems 
D  5.351/2:1/  through  D  351/2:10/  and  item  numbers  0378-E-ll  through  0378-E-20)  into 
one  volume.  This  new  publication,  entitled  Catalog  of  Maps,  Charts,  and  Related 
Products.  Part  2.  Hydrographic  Products,  Volume  1,  Nautical  Charts  and  Publications, 
will  be  published  annually.  As  a  result  of  DMA  actions,  SuDocs  class  stems  D  5.351/2:2/ 
through  D  351/2:10/  and  item  numbers  0378-E-12  through  0378-E-20  will  be 
discontinued. 


Updates  to  this  consolidated  catalog  will  be  published  as  a  Catalog  of  Maps.  Charts, 
and  Related  Products.  Part  2,  Hydrographic  Products.  Quarterly  Bulletin  (SuDocs  class 
stem  D  5.351/2-2:  and  item  number  0378-E-ll)  and  in  the  weekly  Notice  to  Mariners 
(SuDocs  class  stem  D  5.315:  and  item  number  0379- A)  as  appropriate. 

There  will  be  no  item  number  survey.  LPS  will  merge  depository  selections  of  item 
numbers  0378-E-ll  through  0378-E-20  into  item  number  0378-E-ll.  The  September  List 
of  Classes  will  reflect  these  changes.  DMA  will  ship  the  new  catalogs  directly  to  the 
depository  libraries. 
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Some  USGS  Map  Classes  Changed 

The  Library  Programs  Sendee  (LPS),  with  the  concurrence  of  the  U.S.  Geological 
Survey  (USGS),  has  consolidated  four  Superintendent  of  Documents  (SuDocs)  class 
stems  and  their  corresponding  item  numbers  for  the  State  Map  Series.  The  class  stems 
and  item  numbers  affected  are  I  19.102:  and  0619-H-Ol  to  53;  I  19.103:  and  0619- J-01  to 
53;  I  19.104:  and  0619-K-Ol  to  53;  and  I  19.105:  and  0619-L-Ol  to  53.  They  will  be 
reduced  into  one  class  stem,  I  19.102:,  and  item  numbers  0619-H-Ol  to  53.  As  there  is 
no  U.S.  Summary  for  the  State  Map  Series,  item  number  0619-H-52  will  be  discontinued. 

There  are  a  number  of  reasons  for  this  action: 

1.  Some  states  do  not  have  three  types  of  maps,  topographic,  planimetric,  and 
shaded  relief.  If  the  depository  librarian  selects  the  shaded  relief  item  number  only,  the 
library  may  end  up  without  receiving  any  state  map  for  a  particular  state. 

2.  The  map  reference  code  is  used  in  the  SuDocs  class  to  differentiate  each  map.  It 
is  printed  on  the  map  in  the  lower  right  hand  comer.  One  SuDocs  class  stem  will 
eliminate  the  confusion  over  which  map  belongs  to  which  SuDocs  class. 

3.  LPS  staff  who  classify  the  maps  will  be  able  to  expedite  the  classification  process. 

4.  One  item  number  will  permit  easier  map  distribution  for  the  USGS  Distribution 
Center  in  Denver,  CO. 

5.  Many  map  depositories  do  not  file  maps  by  SuDocs  number.  Map  sheets  are 
interfiled  alphabetically  by  state  and  quadrangle.  Using  Pennsylvania  as  an  example,  the 
new  arrangement  follows:

An  exception  to  the  above  maps  scales  is  Alaska,  which  has  Series  A  Base  map,  scale 
1:5,000,000;  Series  B  Base  and  Topographic  maps,  scale  1:1,584,000;  Series  C  Base  map, 
scale  1:12,000,000;  and  Series  E  Base  map,  scale  1:2,500,000;  Shaded  Relief  map,  scale 
1:2,500,000;  and  Conservation  System  Areas  maps,  scale  1:2,500,000  and  1:5,000,000. 
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There  will  be  no  item  number  survey.  LPS  will  merge  the  existing  selections  of 
depository  libraries  into  the  new  item  number  arrangement.  The  September  List  of 
Classes  will  reflect  these  changes.  Beginning  October  1,  1990,  USGS  will  ship  the  State 
Map  Series  under  item  numbers  0619-H-Ol  to  53. 


Requesting  a  Cataloging  Change? 


The  Library  Programs  Service  is  committed  to  providing  the  highest  quality 
cataloging,  whether  in  the  Monthly  Catalog  or  on  the  GPO  Cataloging  Tapes.  To  this 
end,  Cataloging  Branch  personnel  are  working  closely  with  depository  librarians,  OCLC, 
the  Library  of  Congress,  and  the  various  vendors  to  correct  any  problems  in  GPO 
records  which  come  to  our  attention.  However,  because  LPS  has  no  permanent 
collection,  the  Cataloging  Branch  staff  no  longer  has  access  to  the  publications  once 
cataloging  has  been  completed.  This  means  that  requests  for  changes  to  GPO  cataloging 
records  must  be  accompanied  by  supporting  evidence  before  LPS  can  act  on  the  request. 

Cataloging  changes  should  be  requested  by  using  the  Depository  Library  Inquiry 
Form  (GPO  Form  3794).  Photocopies  of  pertinent  supporting  evidence,  such  as  the 
shipping  list,  the  publication's  cover  or  title  page,  bibliographic  utility  printout.  Monthly 
Catalog  citation,  etc.,  should  be  appended.  If  the  change  requested  concerns  the 
relationship  to  another  publication  in  the  library's  collection,  similar  information  should 
be  provided  for  the  related  publication.
